Recycling stays in ASI 


CSUS Reeycling Center's planned 
break from ASI Senate support has 
been because “it was a 
misunderstanding over funding,” said 
ASI Executive Director Larry Bliss 

Initially the break was planned 
because the Recycling Center thought 
that the ASI money was only good for

Within the next several months 
Plotkin and CSUC student presidents 
will be meeting with the Trustees, and 
doing research and planning for the 
next session of the legislature in 
January. Among the major items will 
be a measure which was killed in this 
last session, which would limit the 
authonty of university presidents over 
student activity fees 

According to Plotkin, the im- 
portant provisions will be 

1) To establish student power over 
student money. A university president 
would not be able to prevent the as- 
sociated students leaders from spen- 
ding money on something, unless it 
was specifically against state law The

Reflections on a riot

It all started off quietly. There was 
no trouble and no fights. The band 
was black and playing soul; the ma- 
jority white crowd was giving them a 
good sesponse. People were drinking, 
smoking and having a good time 

Then, in a matter of minutes, all 
hell broke loose. A man, faintly iden- 
tified, ran through the crowd, pushing 
and shoving as he went. | stepped to 
the side as an X - number of police 
quickly ‘ollowed them. He made a 
sharp turn, slipped, and found himseif 
trapped against a brick railing. This 
was followed by several blows of a 
billyclub to the head by his pursuers 
Stopping only after a request by the 
vicum. A couple of observers tried to 
help the downed man, only io be res 
trained by a fnend, shouting, “Don’t 
tuck with ehm! Leave them alone!” 
But this was just the beginning 

A crash was heard on the bridge 
Then another, and another until it 
sounded lke 4 whole symphony of 
racket, Bottles, cans, rocks, paper 
dirt, anything they could get thei 
hands on, was thrown in defiance 

Backup was called, and as thes 
rushed through the crowd, “Pig!” was 
yelled 

In defense, the police moved the 
people to the front gate. But more 
people had joined the disturbance, at 
least 700, and contributed to the ex 
citement by knocking down garbage 
cans, yelling, and move throwing 

The gates opened, and most peop!: 
ran out and re - positioned themselves 
on the front hill There they pulled up

When one officer 
threw teargas at the unexpecting 
crowd, it hit the front gate, bounced 
back, and showered innocent 
bystanders, including myself, with the 
hornble gas Little children screamed 
and people gagged as the smoke 
worked on our eyes, nose, meuth 
throat, end lungs. It was my firs. ex- 
perience with teargas (first of three 
tha: night) and | wouldn't wish it on 
my worst enemy 

As the C_H_P rolled up to give ex 
tra support, they were greeted with a 
shower of debri, which broke several! 
windows. This wasall they could take 

They engulfed the hill with teargas. 
scatternng the people in every direc- 
tion, most of them toward parking lot 
A Then the police ran down in 
dividuals, tnpping, handcuffing, and 
putting them into a wa:ting paddy 
wagon. When it was all over there 
were 12 arrests and 41 jpjuries 

What caused it’? Was it the man 
who broke through the gate? And if it 
was, why didn’t they let him in. being 
so late’ Or was it the alcohol veing 
brought in, as | was told by a beaten 
participant hitchhiking home. Or was 
it because of a fight by a black man 
and white woman, according to the 
peopic who picked us up. Nobody 
knows for sure, but the feelings are the 
same Both sides were at fault. but 
ook who get their unyust deserts!

Shea grew up as the only girl in her 
taruly. with three brothers to contend 
aith That. and good high schoo! and 
college programs.

“I've always been athletic.” says 
Shea. “Il enjoy sports very much ™ 

Shea played softball and field 
hockey on a national collegiate level 
as well as AAL basketball 

Her summer was spent playing 
with the Connecticut Falcons. one of 
the teams in the first professional team 
sport for women. The pnnciple owner 
of the club is Billie Jean King 

“| kind of feel like a pioneer This ts 
the first team sport for women to go 
professional.” Shea siad “J 
understand that basketball would hke 
to do it too.” 

The Faicons will finish off their 
season this weekend. and they are 
leading the eastern division by 25 
games. The San Jose Sunbirds are first 
in the western division 

Shea plays third base for the 
Faicons, and leads her team in batting 
“T think it’s 345, but I'm not sure” and 
is second or third in league standings 

“The first and second place teams 
in a division wall play a best of five 
senes. and the winner will go to the 
Softball World Senes 

“The World Series will be a best of 
seven, during Sept. 24-27." Shea 
added 

“It's been a real struggie to get the 
league going, but ail the franchises are 
still playing. And they are going to ex- 
pand the league next season 

“We're all hanging in there. None 
of the teams planned on making 
money this year ~ 

An average crowd for the Falcons 
was about 17,000 fans. “A lot of 
people are reluctant to come and see 
women play, and have to pay for it 
But if we can get them to buy that first 
ticket, then they get really involved in 
the game and, find out how exciting it 
s.”

Pro-amateur settlement 


(NCAA News) The law suit by 
the NCAA against professional 
basketball player James McDaniels 
and Norman Blass has recently 
reached a fina! settlement 

Under the terms of the settlement, 
Blass, who served as McDaniels’ agent 
during the period in which McDaniels’ 
collegiate eligibility was questioned, 
and McDaniels agreed to pay the sum 
of $12,000 each to the Association. 
The money is paid in full settlement of 
all claims the NCAA might have 
against Blass and McDaniel for their 
involvement in the dispute over 
McDaniel’s eligibility 

Initial NCAA litigation began in 
1972, after an investigation concer- 
ming the signing of contracts by 
MCDaniels affected his eligibility 
while a student-athlete at Western 
Kentucky. Prior to his participation in 
the 1971 National Collegiate Basket- 
ball Championship, McDaniels 


signed an affidavit informing the 
NCAA that he had not signed a 
professional basketball contract. 

As a result of McDaniels’ par- 


ticipation while ineligible in the 197! 
tournament, Western Kentucky's 
place in the final standings was 
vacated and a4 portion of the 
institution's share of net receipts from 
the competition was returned to the 
NCAA 

The purpose of the NCAA suit was 
to recover damages to the association 
resulting from McDaniel’s  par- 
tieipation in the 1971 tournament. The 
NCAA also wanted to require the 
American Basketball Association, 
another defendant in the suit, to notify 
the NCAA when student-athletes with 
remaining collegiate eligibility signed 
professional contracts with members 
of the league. 

In an October 1974 settlement, the 
ABA paid the sum of $17,500 to the 
Association and agreed to provide the 
Associations notice of any future 
signings involWag student athletes 
with remaining cligNality 

Pursuant to the recent set- 
tlement agreement, the NS&AA has 
received payment of $12,500Nigpm 
both Blass and McDaniels 
litigation has been terminated.

Primarily Stensen was questioned about how | 
would be able to relate to Chicanos, Blacks and other Third World 
Students who could possibly appear before the board Obviously. it 
would be impossible for Stensen to know what it’s like to be ratsed in 
The Barrio, and it would be absurd to assume he could totally relat 
to the Black Expenence: these facts are self-evident But the senat 
in what was an attempt to vent their hostility towards Ferris, ques 
tioned Stensen’s racial attitudes for almost an hour. The questions 
weren't vile, but asking anyone to nearly apolpgize for his heritage 
wrong. Hf the senate was firm about not appointing another hite to 
the BOJ, why question Stensen at all? Hf they wanted to throw 


stones. they chose the wrong target 


Of all the participants in Tuesday's debacle, Ferris was either the 
most cunning orthe most stupid. Moments after Stensen’s rejection 
he appointed Clayton Capers, a Black graduate student to the same 
board. Capers 1s also highly qualitifed and his confirmation added 
the minority student the senators correctly wanted. If Ferris had ap- 
pointed Capers before Stensen, according the Senate Chair Patti 
Payne. Stensen would have been confirmed. Ferris was sitting in the 
senate chambers through Stensen’s embarrassing interrogation and 
never mentioned he alse planned to appoint Capers the same day to 
another vacant position 


lo no one’s surprise at all. the ASI ts finding it difficult to recrunt 
people interested in filling positions this year. They urge students to 
yet involved.
